The Union Paclfic officials prefer to
continue to pay cmployes by checks
rather than by eash and take the risk
of having the checks raised oceasionally
By the skillful forgers who have been
eperating along the line. The fact that
a long line of rallrond depository hunks
depend on the pay check system may
have something to do with its popular-
Ity.

Is the legislature going to endorse the
plan for the kindergarten school of ag-
rlenlture and mechanic arts which the
regents of the State university propose
to substitute for the present preparmtory
department?  The university complains
of crowded bullilings,  Abolish  the
preparntory school in fact as well as in
name and some of the pressure will be
speedlly relleved.

When
President Clevelund selected his present
adylisers, shortly before his last Inpugu-
ration, 1t wans understood that Lis cholee
was influenced by the prospect of hold-
Ing his appolutees together for the whole
four years.

number of students each,  They forget
to mentlon the fuet that Michigan has
twice the population of Nebraska, and
that Wisconsin has half agaio the popu-
lautlon of Nebraska. If 2000 I8 the
projer atiendance «n the Nebraska Siage
unlversity, then there ought to be over
8000 students at Madison and oyer
4000 at Aun Avbor.  Harvard univer-
Sy, with her lmmense endowments and
all her technical and professionnl schools
and with a dense population sl around
‘her, has onuly & few more than 8,000
students, The ldea that 2,000 should
be the vormal attendance st a Buate
university lu Nebraska Is preposterous.

MAKING UNREASRONADLE DEMANDR

The afforts of members of the Chieago
Bonrd of Trade to nssist the destitute
farmers of the drouth stricken districts
scem to have been misunderstood by
mnny of those to whom thelr proposi-
tion has been addressed. The plan was
fnavgnranted about two weeks ago by
that organization by the appolntinent of
a commitiee to golicit funds for Invoest-
moent In seed gruln to e loaned to the
dronth sufferers on stipulated terms of
repaymoent when the coming year's erop
should be harvested. The committee
sent letters to correspondents In differ-
ent counties asking for Information re-
specting the need of seed gealn and re-
questing the co-operation of men of =ul-
stuntial standing in each community,

Iustead of entering into the spivit of
the movement the people of  several
connties have apparvently procooded on
the theory that all they hiad to do to se-
cure i frop gift of seod grain In soaper-
abunidnnee was to nsk for it. A= n nnt-
ural  consequence  the  estimates  of
needed grain have been swelled beyond
all proportion. We have it on the an
thortty of the Broken Bow Republican
thnt ome of the counties sent ln appli-
ciattons for a million bushels  of =eed
oneh and that others have heoen eompar-
ntively no more moderate in thelr de-
minds, No wonder that upon applica-
tions sueh ag these (he members of the
Boanrd of Trade committee  have  felt
copstrained to issue o second cireular
letter. This letter states that the re-
auest for secd grain I8 of such mngoi-
tnde and the tenor of replies 1o the
previons inguiry indicates so much con-
fiillenee in their ability to  supply  all
wants that there may be a misappre-
henslon as to what ald ean be looked
for from them. It goes on to say that
the Doard of Trade as a corporation can-
not appropriate money for this or like
purpose, so the proposed fund mnst be
ralsed by personnl subseription, What
that will be is yet unknown, but at best
it will be but small in compnrigon with
the needg of the many drouth strlcken
counties. They thercfore suggest that
too grent relinnee should not be placed
on their assistanes,

If any counties In - Nebraska have
bheen asking for a milllon  bushels  of
spedd grain they have certainly essayed
to impose upon the generosity: of their
friends. The Dbest  estimates  are
that one  and  one-half  bushels  of
seed  gealn are required  to the
acre. A million  bushels  therefore
would suflice to plant  over 606,000
acres, or  more than 1,000  sgquare
miles. The Iargest counties in Nebraska,
with the exception of Cherry and Chey-
enne, have scaree 2,500 square miles, and
only a comparatively small part of those
are nnder cultivation. The avernge size
of Nebraska counties Is about 850
squuare miles; the average of those in
the drouth aren is a little larger. But
in no part of the state is there such ut-
ter desgitution that the whole cultivated
arena must be planted with  borrowed
seed. What the farmers everywhere are
expected to do and ought to do is to pro-
vide themselves so far as possible with
seed ot thelr own resources and leave
the outside assistance to those who are
unable to get seed grain In any other
way. The different counties should re-
vise their estitmates and put the figures
not at what they would like to have, but
at what they cannot get along without.
IT they only make thelr requests reason-
nble they will spur on the efforts of the
Board of Trade committee to carry out
its plan of seed grain relief.

AGGRESSIVE AGRARIANS,

The German agrarians are making a
most agegressive fight to obtain more
protection than they now enjoy against
foreign competition, and it appears that
their efforts are largely directed against
Awmerican products. According to a re-
port from one of our consuls the
products of this country steadily grow
in popularity with the consumers of
Germany, o fact which the agrlealtur-
ists of that country fully realize. Hav-
ing succeeded in persuading the gov-
ernent to prohibit the hoportation of
Ameriean eattle, they are now directing
their attentlon to other products of the
United States. They are agitating for
i higher duty on cotton seed oil, In
which they are supported by the oil
manpufacturers, so that this is very
likely to be conceded to them, and any
doy many develop demands for a dis-
eriminnting policy toward other articles
of American production lmported into
Germany. This feeling of hostility
toward the competition of American
products on the part of the German
ngriculturists is n ratlier serlous mat-
tor, especinlly in view ofi the possibility
that it may find a favorable response
from the government, Congress hav-
Ing allowed the differentinl duty of
ong-tenth of & cent on sugar to stand,
the German  government may feel that
it is fully warranted in adopting a dis-
criminating policy as to those American
products the  competition of which the
agrarvians of Germany most obleet to.

Bestdes losing the German markeis
for onr cattle, it appears that we have
also lost largely in our wheat trade
with that ecountry, due mainly to the
competition of Argenting, In 1802 Ger-
Jnany lmported over G000,000 tons of
wheat from the United States, and less
thin TOO000 tons from Argenting. Last
yenr this country exported to Germany
only about half the amount of wheat
sent there In 1882, while Avgenting ex-
ported more than the United States.
In other words, the statistics show n
decline of American exports of whent
to Germany In 1804 as compared with
two years before of more than 50 per
cent, aud ap ioerease of about SO0
per cent in the exports of wheat from
the Argentine Republe to_that country.
This is due to the fact that it costs less
o dellver the wheat of Argenting in
the European markets than it does to
put down there the grain of our nortl-
west, and this formidable competi-
tlon, threatening in time to deprive us
of the European wmarkets for our sur-
plus wheat, 15 growing from year to
year, It Is & matter which, tuken in
connection  with the hostility of the
agrarvian element of Europe to Awerl
can products, Is worthy of serlous con-
sideration,

It 18 to be remarked that so fur as
[ETIE

the German agriculturists  are
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corned they are not eonfining thelr
movement for more protection wholly
to the competing products from this
counfry, If they could have thelr way
they wonld treat the products of
European countries swhich find a mar-
ket in Germany with less favor than
I8 now accorded them, but in thiz di-
rection their efforts will be futile. The
commercial arrangements  which Ger-
many has with  Russin and  other
European couniries will be ndhered to,
and It 18 Dbeennse this I8 so thnt the
government is likely to do what 1t can,
without, perhaps, going so far as fto
nvite o war of commercial retalintion,
to satisfy the agravian demnnds, The
resolution  Introdoesd in the Germnn
Husbandry counell In session at Ber-
lin. demanding that countries outside of
Eutope competing  with Germany  be
refused treaty constderntion of the most
fuvored nation, and that o customs
union of the Buropean husbandey states
be eventually established, 18 siganitieant
of the sentiment of the element eonn-
posing  the conneil, The agrarian ngl-
tntion alwond s reoplete with  interest
to the agricultural producers ol the
United States.

THE SILVER MANIFKSTO,

The manifesto issued by the Ameriean
Bimetallie leagoe, annonneing the pro-
Jeeted organization of o party for the
one purpose of securing the free and
unlimited colnage of silver at the ratio
of 16 to 1, by the United States, will
hardly connuand more than o passing
attention.  The signers of this mani-
festo profess to belfeve that nomnjority
of the voters of the country are in favor
of the policy they advoeate, Dut they
will discover In due time that they arve
Inboring under a delusion. The Amer-
lean people are ungquestionably favor-
able to both gold and silver as money,
but they know enough to Kunow that the
stiver dollar cannot be made the equiva-
lent of the gold dollar at the eatio of 10
to 1 by the fint of congress.

It is entively safe to say a very large
majority of them thoroughly  under-
stand that i this conntry alone should
under existing conditions adopt the free
colnnge of silver it would  be only
very brief thme when gold wonld disap-
pear from eireulation, to be obtained
only by paying a preminm for i, and
the country would be on a sllver bhasis,
The American people have been study-
ing this subjeet most cavefully for sev-
eral years, and there is not a reasonn-
Dle doubt that the proposition that the
[United States shall enter upon the free
and unlimited coinnge of silver without
an International agreement has been
steadily losing ground. The assump-
tion of the authors of the lengue mani-
festo, that “the TUnited States has
power enough in the commercinl world
to alone restore the link between gold
and silver broken in 1873, is absurd.
No one country has the power to do
this, and the United Siates Dbeing a
debtor natlon to an enormous amount
would exert less Influence 1o such an
end than Great Britain, or Germany,; or
IFrance. Some of the other views put
forth by the so-called Bimetallie lenague
are equally ill-advised and unsgound.

There Is most favorable promise of
another internationnl conference, from
whiech there Is reason to hope for prac-
tical results beneficinl to silver. But
of course the extremists who constitute
the league are unfriendly to a confer-
ence and seek to east discredit upon the
efforts of the bimetallists of Burope, A
like spirit shown by some of the free
silver senators, when the proposition
regarding the appointment of a commis-
sfon to an interoational monetary con-
ference was belng consldered, elicited n
vigorous rebuke from Senator Woleott
of Colorado, who will not be suspected
of lacking Interest in the ecause of sil-
ver, and what *he sald will well apply
to the authors of the free sllver mani-
festo.

The republican party Is In favor of
internationnl free coinage of silver; it
is not In favor of national free coinnge
of silver. It will undoubtedly firmly
adliere to this position, for it is the only
one that Is in the Interest of sound and
snfe bimetallism. The men who propose
the organization of a free silver party
calling themselves bimetallists are seck-
ing to mislead the people. Thelr policy
would not give the country bimetallism,
but silver monometallism.

MUTILATING THE CHARTER.

A dozen capitalists and heavy real es-
tate owners appeared before the senate
committee on cities Monday to remon-
strite ngnlnst the passage of the charter
formulated by the charter committee
and Introduced by the Douglns delegn-
tion in both houses. Clalming to repre-
sent one-fourth of the taxpaying realty
of Omaha, these gentlemen declave that
soveral vitnl amendments agreed upon
by the charter committee are detrimen-
tal to their Interests, and therefore
should be taken out of the charter
amendments, They lay special stress on
the proposed creation of a single tax
ussessor and Ipslst that the old system
of precinet assessors mnst not be dis-
turbed.  In the interest of the publie
works contractors and owners of corpo-
rate franchises, with whom they are
more or less atlillated, these capltalists
also ask for o number of other changes
that were thoroughly discussed  and
votad down by the charter committes.

This Is only o repetition of the costly
oxperience throngh which Owmahla has
passed every two years since the metro-
politan charter was adopted. Why did
not these property owners and capital-
Ists mnke their objections before the
charter commitiee, which is made up of
citlzens of Omaba who Enow the de-
fects of our systemn of assessment and
tuxation and are famillar with the rela-
tlons of contractors of public works and
contractors for water, gas and electric
lights to this city, Instead of seeking to
enforce thelr views upon a legislative
comuittee of which only one member
comes from Omaha and which, barring
this member, knows nothing about our
charter apd the leaks and drawbacks
whileh this community has to overcome?
Grant that these gentlemen do represent
oue-fourth of all the taxpaying property,
why should the wishes of the other
three-fourths of the taxpayers who can-
not appear at Lincoln be lgnored and

thelr interests sacrificed? Why ulmuM'
the heaviest taxpayers, who are alwuys)
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able to get concerslons from our neses.
sors, county fmutiesioners und connclls,
be allowed tp owerride the will and
aubordinate the dntorests of the thou-
snnds of home owners and the middie
class of propgtyowners to thelt own
will and interest 7

This is a réfredentstive government,
presumed to e ealed by majorities: in
other words, a go¥ernment by the peo-
ple and for the people. Now, whom
shall the Donglng delegation represont
in framing the elarter, the wealthy
property owners, who number less than
one hundred and represent one-fonrt
of the taxpayiive property, or the thon-
sfinds of smaller taxpayers, who repre-
sent three-fourths  of  the property ?
Does It stand to preason that legisintive
committees, who absolutely know noth-
ing abont the wants of Omabia in the
wiay of munlcipal regulation  and re.
atelction, are In Better position to deter-
mine which of the proposed amendments
I8 desivable thnn the eharvter committoe
that framed these amendments aftor
full digcnssion of all their boarings upon
the munnicipal machinery? The periodie
chiopping up of our chavter by legisla.
tive commitiees manipulated  through
contractors ol l'n]‘]llll'llll‘ INNnLers hns
been o veritable Blight to Omahn daring
the past ten yonrs, Tt has retarded the
growith of this elty, destroyed property
values, made ns pay foure hodeed thon-
sand dollars for parks that eould have
been seenred by eminent domain con-
demnation for hialf the money, nmd
divided Omalia from Somth Omaha to
the detriment of Dboth eities. It has
promoted tox exemptions and tax eva
slon and Indireetly contributed fowad
foreing thousands of thrifty and honest
men and women to have thelr homes
andd savings sacriffeed at glieviM's sale,
This is not an overdrawn pleture,  The
charter  mutilations of 1887 amd 1880
gave a4 sethack to Omaha that eannot be
computed in millions,  Had it not heen
for these mntilations we should today
have hiad onr market houses amd andi-
torinms and other local Improvements
that would have stimulated real estate
vilues and given employment to thou-
sands that have literally beems driven
out of the city or have had to be sup-
ported by chavity,

Are we to have the costly experience
repeated this year? That remains for
the legislnture and the delegation from
this county to answoer,

knock out the bullding inspector's clerk,
but retain on the city puy roll the $000
a4 year ﬁl‘l',‘.:‘l‘lllll-flt.-rtll'lllﬁ of the counell
whose duties were, formerly performed
by a member of the police force. They
want the fire and police commission to
cut down the:salary of the assistant
fire chief, who risks his life every time
there ix n big dive and has no night or
day that he ean 'eount his own, but
they are not ',wil]l'pg to cut down the
salavies of clepks who are drawing the
same pay as the assistant fire chief at
their desks in comfortable offices, with
o half holiday every week and Fourth
of July and COhristmns most of the
year. And that, too, when men of the
siame capacity, dolng work in our banks
and rallway headquarters, are only too
glad to work for from 15 to 25 per cent
less than the city is paying.

Thix machine (8 un organization com-
posed of professional politicians, having a
recognized, acknowledged and responsible
head, and operiates through democratic elec-
tion ofMeers and other outlawe supported by
a police force and a polico department oboedis
ont to Its obligations, This organization,
known as the ‘Murphy machine,' approves,
rewards and protects its tools and thus por-
potuntes ils power. The process known as
repeating Is accomplished by persons not
entitled to vote golng through the city singly
or In bands, votlng in the varlous distriets
on the names of legally reglstered voters, A
sergeant or polige, an ex-president of the
common councll, an ex-detective, are (falr
examples of the positione of thogse who es-
corted and guarded thore eriminals in the
vommission of thelr erimes. In rare In-
stances those aiding the repeaters clalmed to
be republlcans, but they are Known as
‘Murphy republicans,’ a class as much mis-
trusted In theory as the Murphy democrats
themselves,  They are on the board of po-
Hee commissloners, on the pollee foree and
In other stations, and abject submission to
Murphy iIs the apparent price of thelr ap-
pointiment,  Thelr chlef value lies In their
protended affiliation with  the republican
party, for democrats can be found in abun-
dance Lo commit erimoes; the need Is to find
men who will do vile service and at the
same time, by professing republicani=sm,
place part of the odium upon the republican
party.
